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SATISFACTORY VOLUME OF TRADE. 


Milis Are Busy as a Rule and Very Few Complaints 
Are Heard So Far as Manufacturers Are 
Concerned. 


Trade is generally reported fair this week in the New 
York market. There are a number of dealers, mill agents 
and brokers who declare that business is quiet for this 
time of year. The fact that the last of the month and the 
first of the new month happen to fall on Wednesday and 
Thursday respectively of this week furnishes a slim ex- 
cuse for the quiet state of the market. All dealers know 
that sales are apt to fall off the last week in the month, 
as buyers try to keep down their merchandise expense ac- 
counts as much as possible. In order to do this they 
persuade themselves that they are saving money by re- 
fraining from buying the last of each month, and instead 
postpone the bulk of their purchases till the first half of 
the succeeding month. Then, on the other hand, it hap- 
pens that dealers as a general rule do not hustle for busi- 
ness around the first of the month, as the figures for the 
previous month seem of more interest for them than new 
sales. All of which is cited, as the foregoing are among 
the explanations heard in the market this week for the 
temporary spring listlessness of trade. As yet it is too 
early to learn the totals for April. When they are ascer- 
tained, however, it may be that they will be as much of a 
surprise as were those for the month of March. During 
that month considerable grumbling was heard about poor 
business, still a number of the jobbers stated to a repre- 
sentative of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL that last March 
was the best month they ever had while they are in the 
business. Nevertheless the New York trade is of the 
opinion that the spring lull in the demand is a little ahead 
oi time this year, largely from the fact that January, 
February and March were such good months for busi- 
ness. Buyers are supposed to be pretty well stocked up. 
The story from the mill agents continues to be cheerful. 
These gentlemen say that they have considerable busi- 
ness ahgad and are consequently not worrying. The 
news men declare that the news mills of the country are 
oversold for the balance of the year. From all accounts 
the tension in the news market has not been relieved by 
any let up in the demand. This continues very strong. 
In the quotations there has been no material change. 
Rolls are quoted at 2.30 to 2.45 cents and sheets at from 
2.40 to 2% cents. Quick delivery on news orders is out 
of the question. On buok papers the tone of the market 
is quiet, although the mills are pretty well supplied with 
orders. Super is quoted as low as 3.65 cents and machine 
finished as low as 334 cents. Writings are a little quiet 
with the jobbing trade, whereas the report from the mill 
sections is of a satisfactory character. Owing to the rainy 
weather this week the trade in manilas has not been as 
large as in previous wecks. Prices on manilas are none 
too firm. Average No. 1's are selling from 25% to 2% 
cents, while the No. 2’s are quoted at 2.15 to 24% cents. 
Butchers’ manila and butchers’ fibres continue rather 
quiet. Boards are in fair demand, but are by no means 
as active as they were earlier in the spring. 





Holyoke Mills Running Full Time.

Trade has held up to the usual standard the past week, 
and all of the mills have been running full time. There 
is no shortage of orders in any of the mills and in some 
of them there has been difficulty in filling all of the orders 
received. The finer grades of paper seem to have sold 
better than the cheaper grades this month, and the falling 
off in cheaper lines has witnessed a corresponding in- 
crease in the fine grades. 

The American Writing Paper Company reports an 
excellent business and a very encouraging prospect. Its 
April business has been one of the best ever experienced 
by the company, and it has orders on hand to keep all of 
its mills running for some weeks, should orders drop off 
entirely. 

The Crane mills, at Dalton, report a prosperous month's 
trade and plenty of orders on hand. The Byron-Weston 
mill is running full and is filling good sized orders for its 
ledger papers, as is alsothe L. L. Brown Paper Company, 
at Adams. The Crane mills at Westfield have been running 
on some fine orders for its linen papers and report a good 
number of orders on hand. The mills at Turners Falls 
are also busy, and it would be hard to find a mill running

Notwithstanding that the last three days,of the month 
are the openirtg days of the week, the busjness of the week 
starts in very auspiciously in some branches of the paper 
business. While business is not overactive when compared 


with the heavy movement of the preceding months, the 
demand for paper during the past four weeks has been 
very good for the season. Commenting upon trade condi 
tions, the head of a leading jobbing house said: ““We have 
had a very good, even trade for the past month, our sales 
up to last Saturday being io per cent. ahead of the busi- 
ness for April of last year, and we have three days more yet 
to figure on.” Other firms when interviewed on the subject 
were inclined to think that they had not fallen behind any, 
although trade during the present month was not as heavy 
as during the month of March. This is accounted for in 
part by the falling off of printing trade orders, the printing 
business having been a little quiet of late, not only in the 
city, but throughout New England. Reports from manu- 
facturers vary little from week to week, mills being very 
busy on orders. While some mills are still weeks behind in 
deliveries, shipments are being received more quickly from 
other mills than has been customary of late. It is claimed 
that the tone of the market on some grades of paper is not 
as strong as heretofore. It is possible that the next few

Miami Valley Trade Excellent. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 29, 1902.—There is ample business 
for all it seems. No complaint is at hand, and the report 
received from all sides is to the effect that the spring trade 
has opened auspiciously—away beyond the dreams of the 
ultra-enthusiastic. There is little that is new to-day in the 
paper trade, as the old prices prevail, though they are some- 
what more firm, without the slightest danger of retrograd- 
ing. While there has been an open discussion as to the 
opening of the spring trade, many claiming that it had not 
appeared up to the past fortnight, it is generally conceded 
that with the conclusion of the business of the current 
month the spring trade has more than fairly started. The 
month's figures show that business has probably not been 
exceeded in April for some years. The week’s figures re- 
flect prosperity, a greater gain having been noted than dur- 
ing the previous week. The gain is not large, but approxi- 
mates 5 per cent. All of the best grades are in demand and 
the movement has been heavy. There are no handicapping 
features, as coal is plentiful and the Western drought has 
had little or no effect in the valley. The trade has been 
engrossed in current events. For instance, the organization 
of the paper box makers’ combine vitally concerned four of 
the largest concerns in Dayton. All of the Dayton men will 
wield an influence in the new organization, either as di- 
rectors or active workers. The straw board combine is also 
attracting the attention of valley men,’ and the attempt to 
drive this industry out of the State by making legislation, 
prohibiting the discharge of refuse liquors into streams, so 
stringent as to make operation impossible, was generally 
condemned. In Dayton a fish and game protective club 
waged an earnest fight against the mill men, and, aided 
partly by a local press, stirred up considerable strife. The 
danger is past, however, and the incident is closed. It was 
hoped at first that lack of discussion would be the better 
plan for the ‘paper manufacturers to follow, and the mat- 
ter was kept in the background. M. V. 


A Paper Mill for Syracuse. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 28, 1902.—-A new Syracuse com- 
pany organized for the purpose of manufacturing paper will 
be incorporated with the Secretary of State at Albany this 
week, according to a statement made in local manufactur- 
ing circles. The company will have a capitalization of not 
less than $100,000. The names of the promoters could not 
be ascertained. 

It is said upon good authority that the building commit- 
tee representing the newly organized company had com- 
missioned the firm of Taber & Draper, architects, to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for a large mill building to 
be used by the company. The plans will call for a three 
story mill, about 100 feet wide by 350 feet long. The prob- 
able cost of the building and its equipment will be $40,000.

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THE FOLDING BOX COMBINATION. 


The National Folding Box and Paper Company Decides to 
Go In—Full List of the Concerns to Be Con- 
solidated—Name Not Determined. 


The incorporation of the leading folding box concerns 
of the courtry into one large company is looked for in 
a very short time. Last week the directors of the Na- 
tional Folding Box and Paper Company voted to accept 
the amended offer of the promoter, Arthur Stem. The 
stockholders of that company will now be asked to ratify 
the acceptance of their directors. This is, however, only 
a formal act, as the directors control a majority of the 
stock. The action of the National assures the success of 
the project. All the other large concerns in the business, 
except the National Company, had already accepted the 
terms of Mr. Stem, so that the work of the promoters is 
now as good as finished. There are, however, a great 
many details to be attended to before the consolidation 
can start in business. It will therefore not be surprising 
if the new combine does not begin business until July 1. 

The most interesting bit of news in connection with 
the revised plan of Mr. Stem is the fact that in the start- 
off, at least, only nine concerns are to be taken into the 
combination, the capitalization of which is to be only 
$9,000,000. The nine folding box companies that are to 
be absorbed are: the National Folding Box and Paper 
Company, of New York and New Haven; Robert Gair, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y.; Munson & Co., New Haven, Conn.; 
Brown & Bailey, Philadelphia, Pa.; Rochester Folding 
Box Company, and the Stecher Lithographic Company, 
both of Rochester, N. Y.; the Dayton Paper Novelty 
Company and the Kinnard Manufacturing Company, 
both of Dayton, Ohio, and the Schroeter Manufacturing 
Company, of Chicago, IIl. 

The many smaller concerns scattered over the country 
are not to be taken in at this time. What will happen in 
the future the men who are putting up the money decline 
to predict. The North American Company, 30 Broad 
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street, will finance the deal. Ags stated in THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL last week, the capital will be $9,000,000, 
divided as follows: $4,000,000 in common stock; $2,000,- 
ooo in first mortgage bonds and $3,000,000 in preferred 
stock. It is understood that cash will be paid for the 
book accounts; that first mortgage bonds will be issued 
for general merchandise; that preferred stock will be 
issued for real estate and machinery and that common 
stock will be issued on patents and good will. 

The headquarters of the folding box combine will be in 
New York city. In regard to the name under which it 
will do business it is said that it will not be known as the 
National, but that it will be some name like American or 
Continental Folding Box Company. As to its officers, the 
impression is strong in the New York market that Robert 
Gair, of Brooklyn, will me first president of the consoli- 
dated companies. D. S. Walton, of D. S. Walton & 
Co. and the National Folding Box and Paper Company, 
will probably be prominent in the management of the 
combination. 


Trademark Registration. 


The Commissioner of Patents recently rendered a de- 
cision in a case on appeal, in which the Byron Weston 
Company, Dalton, Mass., sought to register the word 
“Defiance” as a trademark applied to writing papers. 
The decision gives the history of the case, and is as fol- 
lows: 

“This is an appeal from the decision of the examiner 
of trademarks refusing to register the word ‘Defiance’ as 
a trademark for writing papers on the ground that it is 
geographical. 

“This mark was adopted as a trademark by Byron 
Weston in 1872, and was registered in this office on 
April 16, 1878, No, 5,868. His successors in business, who 
have continued to use the mark, now seek to re-register it, 
and the principal ground of refusal is that the word has 
acquired a geographical meaning by use as the name of 
a place in Ohio. At the time when this mark was adopted 
and became the property of these parties as a trademark 
Defiance, Ohio, was not a place of importance, and was 





so little known that the use of the word by these parties 
upon goods made at Dalton, Mass., had no geographical 
significance to the purchasing public and was understood 
only in its arbitrary and intended sense, meaning a chal- 
lenge. 

“If a party can be deprived oi his right to an arbitrary 
and distinctive mark acquired by actual use by the fact 
that it has since the date of that use become prominent 
geographically as the name of a place, it would seem that 
justice requires that the geographical significance of the 
word be so great as to make it certain that it would be 
understood in that sense by the purchasing public when 
applied to goods. Doubts should be resolved in favor oi 
the party using the mark. 

“The word ‘Defiance’ in this case has the arbitrary sig- 
nificance of a challenge, and it is thought that it would 
be so understood even by that part of the purchasing 
public having a knowledge of Defiance, Ohio. The goods 
of these parties are not made at Defiance, Ohio, and that 
town has no reputation as the place of manufacture oi 
paper. The geographical meaning of the word does not 
evershadow its original meaning and take from ‘it its 
arbitrary significance as a trademark for paper. 

“The decision of the examiner of trademarks is re 
versed.” 





Night Boss Moran’s Presence of Mind. 

JounsonBurG, Pa., April 28, 1902.—Ervie Little, a boy 
about sixteen years of age, met with a serious and painful 
injury at the Clarion Mills of the New York and Penn 
sylvania Company, on Saturday night of last week. Being 
employed on machine No. 4, he stepped back of the ma 
chine to remove some wet broke, when he slipped and fell, 
his hand being caught between the dry roll and the felt. 
The arm was quickly drawn in to the shoulder, the flesh 
being badly bruised and burned. Several arteries were 
ruptured, but no bones were broken. That the boy was not 
killed was due largely to the presence of mind and quick 
action of P. Moran, night boss on the machine. Mr. Moran 
was standing near at the time, and seeing the boy’s pre

He Is Elected Auditor of the International Paper Com- 
pany to Succeed W. D. Russell—He Is Also 
Chief Accountant of the Company. 


At a meeting of the directors of the Internationa! Paper 
Company, held on Wednesday of last week, the resignation 
of W. D. Russell, the auditor of the company, was re- 
luctantly accepted, to take effect May 1. Mr. Russell re-

That his line of ac- 
tivity is now recognized as a profession is attested by the 
importance attached to it by the financial interests of the 
country. Nowadays, before any proposition is accepted by 
capitalists or any action taken involving the expenditure 
of money or the assumption of risks, a certified public ac- 
countant is called in to go over the figures presented in 
each case. In the past few years the industrial consolida- 
tions, railroad mergers and the other countless combina- 
tions of large interests have dignified a modest calling into a 
profession the importance of which is commensurate with 
the millions of dollars involved. In this new profession 
Mr. Loomis takes first rank. His ability is also recognized 
by his fellow accountants. He is a member of the board 
of examiners of certified public accountants, appointed by 
the regents of the University of the State of New York. 
He is also president of the State board of examiners of 
public accountants, which office he has held for four years. 

Mr. Loomis was born in the village of Cambridge, 
Washington County, N. Y., and was educated at Falley 


Seminary, Fulton, N. Y., from which institution he gradu- 
ated at the age of eighteen, and immediately entered upon 
the work of bookkeeping. His abilities as an accountant 
soon claimed recognition, and the value of his services 
was recognized by other business firms than his own, and 
he naturally drifted into the profession of a public ac- 
countant. His experience covers all branches of mercan-

tile, corporation and legal accounting. In the line of 
legal work he has probably had a wider and more ex- 
tended experience than any other man in the profession. 
He is a wide reader and close student of all matters per- 
taining to the subject of accountancy, and his judgment 
and experience are held in high regard by the members of 
the profession, toward whom he frequentiy acts as coun- 


sel and adviser. He is a quiet, unassuming gentleman, 
withal pleasant and genial. In his business methods he is 
original, exact and up to date. A balance sheet made up 
by him will be found remarkable for its strong and clear 
analysis and its systematic arrangement. Mr. Loomis is 
thoroughly in love with his profession, and believes it will 
soon take rank in dignity and importance with that of the 
law. He engaged in practice in New York city in 1883, 
and was for many years consulting accountant for the 
well-known law firm of Shipman, Larocque & Choate. He 
was actively engaged in the organization of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company. 

Besides being an active member of the New York 
State Society of Certified Accountants, Mr. Loomis is 
also a fellow of the American Association of Public Ac- 
countants, is president of the Institute of Accounts, and a 
member of the National Society of Certified Public Ac 
countants, and has been specially honored by them.

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ROYER BILL DEFEATED. 


Action on It Is Indefinitely Postponed—Views of the Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Board of Commerce— Where the 
Royer Bill Would Strike. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 28, 1902.—As predicted by straw 
board manufacturers from the start, the Royer bill, pro- 
hibiting the discharge of refuse liquors into streams in 
Ohio has been killed—or practically so. The House 
Committee on Ditches, Drains and Water Courses voted 
at a late night session to postpone the bill indefinitely. The 
action was not unexpected, though manufacturers hoped 
to accomplish this result without giving the subject much 
publicity. They realized that the public would be preju- 
diced against the straw board companies, as the impres- 
sion has gained ground that the water supplies of cities 
are contaminated by the discharge into running streams. 
The paper men have rights which should be respected, 
Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL striking the nail squarely on 
the head in its last week’s editorial. That this fact is 
appreciated by some is evidenced by the active work of 
E. M. Thresher, president of the Ohio Board of Com- 
merce, who opposed the Royer bill vigorously, though he 
has no connection whatever with any paper company. 
To your correspondent he voluntarily gave his views this 
week. “I do not think it is just to drive an industry out 
of Dayton which has existed for forty years, and thus de- 
prive many men from earning a living for themselves and 
their families,” said he. “Hundreds of farmers make 
considerable of a revenue from the sale of straw to these 
companies, and if the Royer bill should have passed it 
would have been a hardship upon agriculturists. It is 
folly to say that the discharge affects our water supply. 
After expending hundreds of thousands of dollars Dayton 
has secured the finest quality of Holly water to be obtained 
and expert analyses show that nowhere in the world is 
the water of greater purity. It is true that the refuse from 
straw board mills is odoriferous at times, especially in the 
summer, but it is not unhealthful, in a sense. The lime 
acts as a deodorizer and much of it is used. Common 
straw, without treatment, will have about the same odor 
when it becomes wet or stands in the rain and is 


drenched.” Mr. Thresher viewed the work of local ad- 
vocates of the bill who were aided by the local press, to 
an extent, as unjust, and it was a notable fact that mem- 
bers of a fish and game protective club, all prominent 
men, were most energetic in support of the measure. 
Only one straw board man was in the Dayton party which 
appeared in the legislative halls, and this was proof suffi- 
cient that the members believed an injustice would be 
heaped upon the industry as well as the city. The House 
committee held a midnight session and sixty opponents 
were heard. The committee was anxious to be relieved 
of the consideration of the bill and the postponement was 
recommended. M. V. 


New Orleans Bagasse Paper Company. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lake CuHarves, La., April 26, 1902—M. R. Kennedy, 
representing a recently organized paper mill company, 
appeared before the meeting of the Board of Trade on 
Thursday night of last week. 

Mr. Kennedy said he was authorized to state that if 
proper arrangements could be made the New Orleans 
Bagasse Paper Company was prepared to establish a paper 
mill of large capacity in Lake Charles, with a probable 
investment of $150,000 to $200,000. His company was 
possessed of ample capital. It would require of Lake 
Charles a site of not less than ten acres nor more than 
fifteen acres; artesian wells to supply from, 500 to 1,000 
gallons of water per minutefiand arrangements for a 
given number of years for a given number of tons of straw 
to be supplied free on the farm. The mill would use 
about 10,000 tons of straw per year. The plant would em- 
ploy fifty to seventy-five hands steadily at the mill. Of 
this number 10 to 20 per cent. would be skilled labor, 
which they would bring in, the remainder to be local. 

Upon motion the matter was referred to the committee 
on manufactories, with the addition of Messrs. O. E. 
Moore, A. V. Astman, H. C. Lake, W. C. Wall, G. G. 
Bauer and President Milligan. 

The committee reported to-night favorably to accept- 
ance of Mr. Kennedy’s proposition. The report was 


adopted. 
Swift-Kirkwood Company offered a ten acre site for 
the location of the mill free of charge.

PULP WOOD MEN ORGANIZE. 


The Quebec Dealers Get Together—They Form the Province 
of Quebec Pulp Wood Association—The 
Officers Elected. 





SHERBROOKE, Canada, April 25, 1902.—A meeting of those 
interested in pulp wood in the Province of Quebec was 
convened in the Grand Central Hotel, Sherbrooke, on the 
22d inst. 

The object was to form an association whereby the in- 
terests of all the dealers or shippers of pulp wood would 
be protected and also to regulate the output in accordance 
with the demand. There were about twenty representatives 
from all parts of the province, and after a good deal of dis- 
cussion it was decided to form an association on the lines 
above stated, to be known as the Province of Quebec Pulp 
Wood Association.

Benton Adjudged to Owe $7,000. 

New Haven, Conn., April 28, 1902—The terms of award 
of the committee of arbitration in the controversy between 
the National Folding Box and Paper Company and Fred 
H. Benton, of this city, have been filed with Henry G 
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Newton, referee in bankruptcy. Mr. Benton was formerly 
general manager and treasurer of the company. His con- 
nection with the paper box company was severed by action 
of a majority of the board of directors two years ago and 
subsequently various claims were made by the company. 
The Hartford Manila Company, a concern making paper in 
Hartford, and which was known as the Burnside Mills, was 
owned and operated by Mr. Benton. It appears that much 
of the product of the mill went to the various factories of 
the paper box trust. It was declared after Mr. Benton’s 
connection with the National Company was discontinued 
that the National was obliged to pay more for the paper 
from the Burnside Mills than was charged other cus- 
tomers. 

Other claims were also made which led to a contro- 
versy between the National Company and Mr. Benton, and 
it was agreed to submit the questions to a committee on 
arbitration except those involving the Burnside Mills, which 
subsequently went into insolvency. Matters appertaining to 
the mill and its business with the box trust through Mr. 
Benton will be disposed of by a course in the courts. The 
committee on arbitration has been meeting since May 25, 
1900. It consisted of Marc S. Chapman, Frank C. Bush- 
nell, James E. Reynolds and Jesse L’Amoreaux. The 
arbitrators were attended by Hon. James H. Webb, of 
counsel for the National Folding Box and Paper Com- 
pany, and Hon. Henry Stoddard, of counsel for Fred H 
Benton 


The arbitrators in their report find that the National 
Folding Box and Paper Company is entitled to recover. and 
is allowed upon its claims in respect to the matters set out 
in its statement filed in arbitration the sum of $7,000. 

The arbitrators decide that the discharge in bankruptcy 
heretofore obtained by Fred E, Benton operates as a dis 
charge to him from the claims herein allowed, but the 
same are valid claims against his estate in bankruptcy, and 
said claims are liquidated at the sum of $7,000, and may 
at that sum be proved and allowed against the estate. 

The National Folding Box and Paper Company is entitled 
to, and Mr. Benton is directed to return to it, the horse 
now kept by him belonging Ao the box company. Also to 
return to the National Folding Box and Paper Company. 
upon demand, any and all the books, papers and property 
in his possession, or under his control belonging to the box 
company, together with all the stock standing in his name 
in the Ansantawae Club, heretofore purchased by him with 





the funds of the National Folding Box and Paper Com- 
pany. 

The arbitrators have not considered nor passed upon 
any matter or claim between the National Folding Box and 
Paper Company and the Hartford Manila Company.

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Imports and Exports. 

On the third reading page of this issue of THE Parer 
‘TRADE JOURNAL we print the Government returns of im- 
ports and exports for the month of March and for the 
nine months ended March 31, 1902, with comparisons 
with the figures of the corresponding periods immediately 
preceding, the tabular presentation, of course, being con- 
fined to those articles only that interest the paper trade. 

In the way of heavy chemicals we have increased our 
imports of bleaching powder and decreased our imports 
of caustic soda. In the nine months ended March 31, 
1900, our imports of bleaching powder aggregated 103,- 
564,365 pounds, valued at $1,087,279; in the nine months 
ended March 31, 1901, they aggregated only 89,491,817 
pounds, valued at $1,075,517, while in the nine months 
ended March 31, 1902, they aggregated 100,617,000 pounds, 
valued at $1,407,140. 

Of caustic soda we imported in the nine months ended 
March 31, 1900, 8,843,905 pounds, valued at $130,878; in 
the nine months ended March 31, 1901, 4,334,794 pounds, 
valued at $84,902, and in the nine months ended March 
31, 1902, 3,298,161 pounds, valued at $76,284. 

In soda ash the reduction in the volume of importation 
is even more marked. In the nine months ended March 
31, 1900, we imported 60,622,624 pounds, valued at $497.- 
835; in the nine months ended March 31, 1901, 28,755,372 
pounds, valued at $254,232, and in the nine months ended 
March 31, 1902, 21,755,363 pounds, valued at $208,137. 

Our importations of brimstone have increased censid- 
erably during the latest nine months period under con- 
sideration. For instance, in the nine months ended March 
31, 1900, we imported 115,257 tons of brimstone, valued 
at $2,007,104; in the nine months ended March 31, 1901, 
100,286 tons, valued at $1,969,023, and in the nine months 
ended March 31, 1902, 143,424 tons, valued at $2,729,244. 

In the paper department we have increased our imports 
and decreased our exports, thus following the tendency 
that has been noticeable for some time. In March, 1901 
we imported paper to the value of $288,466, and in March, 
1902, to the value of $378,605, an increase of $90,139 in 
the month. In the nine months ended March 31, 1901, 
our imports of paper were valued at, $2,953,194, and in the 
nine months ended March 31, 1902, at $3,170,327, an in- 
crease of $217,133. This enlarged volume of business was 
shared in by all countries that sold to us, except only Bel- 
gium and Japan, the account of the former showing a 
loss of about $13,000, and of the latter a loss of about 
$28,000. The United Kingdom increased her account 
from $519,676 to $555,457, France from $264,762 to $302,- 
370, Germany from $1,769,782 to $1,852,134, “other Eu- 
rope” from 168,400 to $121,644, and “other countries” 
from $31,835 to $81,333. 

In our March exports of paper we showed a loss of 
$27,000 in the month as compared with the corresponding 
month of last year, our exports in March, 1901, being 
valued at $653,350 and in March, 1902, at $625,579. In the 
nine months ended March 31, 1901, we exported paper 
to the value of $5,565,385, and in the nine months ended 
March 31, 1902, to the value of $5,305,824, figures which 
show a loss of business in the nine months of $259,561. 
No doubt this is due in large part to the fact that our 
domestic business during that period has been of large 
proportions, arid that mills have been expending all their 
energies in supplying the consumptive needs of the home 
market without pushing product in foreign fields. While 
this is true, the figures record a lessening in the volume 
of business, and the interesting question is, Can our manu- 
facturers make up these losses when the home demand 
slackens? We believe that they can, and that when the 
time comes our export business in paper will grow to 
even larger proportions than it has ever reached. 

In pulp there is a similar story of increased imports 
and reduced exports. In the March business of this year 
we increased our imports to the extent of $88,915, they 
being in March, 1901, 3,316 tons valued at $118,865, and 
in March, 1902, 6,501 tons, valued at $207,780. In the nine 
months period we also show increased imports to the ex- 


tent of $257,035, for in the nine months ended March 
31, 1901, we imported 35,085 tons, valued at $1,189,240, 
and in the nine months ended March .31, 1902, 47,010 
tons, valued at $1,446,275. This increase was largely in 
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our imports from Canada, and yet all countries selling us 
pulp had a share of it. In the nine months periods re- 
ferred to Germany increased her sales to us from $104,388 
to $132,159, “other Europe” from $283,301 to $348,670, and 
British North America from $801,551 to $965,446. Our ex- 
ports of pulp in March, 1901, were 4,513,360 pounds, valued 
at $76,846, and in March, 1902, 2,428,124 pounds, valued 
at $48,180, while in the nine months ended March 31, 
1901, we exported 50,110,610 pounds, valued at $836,648, 
and in the nine months ended March 31, 1902, 28,503,254 
pounds, valued at $550,304. This shows a loss in quantity 
of 21,607,356 pounds and in value of $286,344. 


There has been considerable curiosity aroused as to 
why Col. Stanley Stephenson, of Liverpool, should have 
shown so much interest in United States trade, as 
evidenced by his frequent trips to this side of the water. 
A number of guesses have been made, but they seem to 
have been wide of the mark. It now develops that the 
colonel, representing English capital, desires to harmonize 
the interests of the rope paper and flour sack men, and 
to unite the most important houses engaged in that | 
branch of the-paper industry in one company. He has 
presented the matter to the various manufacturers, and 
has gone home to await results. Judging from some 
expressions of opinion those results are not likely to be 
just what he desires. However, the matter is to be con- 
sidered at conferences of those chiefly concerned, the out 
come of the “talks” being reported in due time. 


We have already recorded the fact that last week’s busi- 
ness in the export of paper was entirely satisfactory. This 
week the volume is not so large, and yet it is well above 
the average, the value of the shipments at the port of 
New York being $104,860. If this kind of work is -kept 
up week after week the figures at the end of the year 
will show that we have not only recovered our losses in the 
early dealings; but that we have made substantial gains. 
The biggest buyers this week and the amount of their 
bills are as follows: Australia, $15,733; Argentine Republic. 
$2,398; Brazil, $1,191; Cuba, $1,422; Chili, $17,620; Ham 
burg, $1,539; London, $8,164; Mexico, $1,233; New Zea- 
land, $12,753; Philippine Islands, $29,766; United States 
of Colombia, $1,568. Our new possessions in the East 
seem to have developed quite a determination to. buy 
United States paper.

It is expected 
that very shortly all the plants will be in working order 
without any further friction. 


The folding box ccmbinaticn is about closed up, the 
main part of the heavy preliminary work having been 
done.

United Brethren Publishing House. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 28, 1902.—The annual session of 
the trustees of the United Brethren Publishing House of 
the United States came to a conclusion in this city yes- 
terday. In some respects heavy losses were noted in the 
publishing department. Inasmuch as the company is one 
of the largest consumers of book paper in the United 
States, a report of the proceedings is not uninteresting. 
Despite the losses the house made large profits and do- 
nated $11,750 to annual conferences and churches. During 
the year the International Bible Agency was sold at a loss 
amounting at least to the original investment, $25,000. The 
deal has been concluded, but the affairs of the agency have 
not been closed. The purchasers were Winston & Co. A 
slight loss was noted in the book and stationery store, 
which is one of the largest in the country. The publishing 
agent, Rev. Dr. Funk, attributes this loss to “unprincipled 
competition which we have been required to meet in the 
book trade. For example, suppose we sell one of our 
preachers a bill of bibles; we give him 25 per cent. from 
the list price. This leaves us such a small margin that 
we are hardly able to handle the goods without loss. If 
there be a misunderstanding, which sometimes occurs, and 
the goods are returned, we are the losers in the deal 
every time. Sometimes it is our fault; sometimes it is 
not.” 

There has been a large increase in the outstanding ac- 
counts of the house, the same amounting to $39,355.90 
April 1 last. During the year new machinery for the press 
and bindery departments has been added, and $10,000 was 
expended. About $4,000 was contributed as “subsidies” 
for different purposes in compliance with orders from the 
general conference, while a large sum was devoted to liti- 
gation expenses. Despite the drains the net assets of the 
institution were increased by $41,797.22. The capital stock 
was increased from $303,179.99 to $314,977.21, notwith- 
standing that the usual 10 per cent. reduction for “wear 
and tear” was made on type, fixtures and machinery, 
amounting to $10,000. The editorial force was commended 
for its competent management of seventeen publications.

Training Young Foresters at Yale. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New Haven, Conn., April 21, 1902—E. H. Harriman, 
president of the Southern Pacific Railway, some time ago 
offered the use of his estate in Orange County, N. Y., to 
the senior class of the Yale Forest School. The entire 
class, consisting of nine young foresters, is now at work 
under the superintendence of Prof. Henry S. Graves, di- 
rector of the school, making a working plan for the man 
agement of the timber. Mr. Harriman’s estate consists 
of 20,000 acres, of which 15,000 acres are in woodland. 

Mr. Harriman’s timber is nearly all hardwood, with an 
occasional hemlock or white pine in the mixture. It was 
cut over about sixty years ago for charcoal, but has been 
untouched since. The working plan that is being pre- 
pared for it will be very elaborate. The 15,000 acres are 
to be divided into a number of compartments, as is done 
in the forests of Germany and France, and recommenda- 
tions will be made for the management of each separate 
compartment. A topographical map, begun several years 
ago by engineers, will be finished by the students, and a 
separate forestry map will be constructed. 

The forestry map will show the boundaries of the vari- 
ous compartments and will indicate the density and com- 
position of the stand of timber on each of the various 
compartments. 

Fire has done much damage in the forest. In one place 
more than 80 per cent. of the trees have been killed and 
the rest hurt by burning. Professor Graves 
holds the opinion that curious and interesting facts con- 
cerning the effect of fire on various species may be learned 
by a careful study of the subject. A survey of the burned 
area will be made, and a number of stem analyses taken 
to find out what species suffer most from fire and to what 
extent growth is suppressed by burning. The results 
should furnish material for recommendations to many 
farmers and owners of woodlands against burning ever 
the litter on the forest floor. 

A detailed study is being made of the actugl distribution 
of the different sBecies and the preference each species 
exhibits as to soil and situation. So little is known of this 
side of forestry in America that a careful study of repre- 
sentative New England species on even so limited a tract 
as 15.000 acres will be of great value. To each of the nine 
men has been assigned a number of species for special 
investigation, and the results of his work are likely to be 
published.

Various Methods of Doing the Work—Errors of Some of 
Them—Determining the Percentage of 
Moisture, 


By J. H. Lester, M.Sc., F.I.C. 

If any reason be needed for bringing this subject for- 
ward just now, it will be sufficient to state that the British 
Wood Pulp Association is anxious to adopt some uni- 
versal method of sampling, and that its committee are 
now sitting to decide upon the methods it will recom- 
mend. The practice of analysts differs considerably, and 
in many cases the result will depend upon the method 
adopted. 

General Description of Wood Pulp Bales—Wood pulp 
comes into market under the following heads:

Mechanical pulp is disintegrated by splitting, sawing and 
boiling, to remove resinous bodies, while chemical pulp 
is treated in addition with calcium sulphite, caustic soda 
or sulphate of soda, and receives the distinctive name due 
to each. Mechanical pulp is of short fibre, and forms the 
fibrous base of ordinary news paper, the chemical pulps 
being longer and softer in fibre, and are used for improv- 
ing mechanical pulp and for better class papers. “News” 
seldom contains any other fibrous matters nowadays. 
The advantages of reducing pulp to air-dry weight for 
reduction of freights are nearly balanced by the cost of 
drying and the possible deterioration of fibre; this ac- 
counts for our finding both moist and dry pulps on the 
market. Pulp is now almost universally made into sheets 
on a paper machine and packed up into bales for shipment. 
The main supply to this country still comes from Scan- 
dinavia, the remainder from Canada and the United States; 
the Canadian mills have a combined capacity of over 
1,000 tons per day. But little pulp is now made in this 
country. 

The bales may weigh from 100 pounds to 4 ewts., but 
all the bales in one consignment are supposed to be of 
the same weight. The separate sheets are held together 
by means of wires, steel bands, rope or canvas. 

Contract Between Buyer and Seller—According to the 
terms of the usual contract relating to the sale of a parcel 
of wood pulp, the buyer is entitled to make a claim if he 
believes the amount of air-dry pulp received is less than 
that invoiced. “Air-dry” pulp is now always understood 
to contain 10 per cent. of moisture, and the pulp is gener- 
ally sold on this basis, or as containing 50 per cent. of 
moisture in addition to the air-dry pulp. The latter, known 
as “moist,” then contains 45 per cent. of absolutely dry 
pulp. 

When a claim is made, either on the ground of excess 
moisture or of short weight, the contract note provides 
that an analyst shall be called in to make a test of the 
parcel, and to state in his certificate the amount of mois 
ture contained in at least 2 per cent. of the bales com 
prising the parcel; he is held responsible for the correct 
weighing of the bales sampled, and if he uses the form of 
certificate recommended by the Wood Pulp Association, 
he will declare the correct invoice weight of the whole 
parcel as calculated from his results. 

Development of Moisture Testing —As a further introduc 
tion to the methods of testing pulp, I may briefly describe 
the development of moisture tests of this material, as well 
as of other commodities of similar industrial importance, 
particularly as regards silk, wool and cotton 

There must have been a time when but little attention 
was devoted to moisture contents, or when the materials 
would be bought according to their apparent condition, 
judged by the more or less expert buyer. The first real 
test, necessitated by the natural proclivities of traders. 
would be the institution of some rough and ready system 
of “conditioning,” to which word we owe the title of some 
of the existing testing establishments, a still prevalent idea 
being that the samples are exposed to conditions of mois- 
ture which reduce or increase the material to their true 
air-dry weight. Many of the primitive conditioning tes‘s 
were very simple affairs, generally consisting of exposure 
to the “ordinary conditions of the air,” with or without 
previous drying. I am not sure that such tests are quite 
obsolete yet in paper mills, and they are still in use at a 
few cotton mills. I need scarcely say that the results 
would vary according to the time and place of exposure, 
the state of the barometer, and any other conditions deter 
mining the hygroscopic state of the atmosphere. 

The amount of abnormal or excessive moisture could 
not be expressed until the average found in air-dry sam- 
ples was ascertained. This may be considered the second 
advancing step toward a satisfactory test.* 

When analysts and others had ascertained the normal 
percentage of moisture in the several fibres, they were 
often called upon to decide whether samples contained an 
excess of moisture.?

We may consider ourselves fortunate in having to deal with a 
much less clumsy system that that applied to other fibres 

An attempt was made some years ago to raise the Standard of 
moisture for pulp to fz per cent., but without success,

Then it was that the trouble with the analyst began. 
First the seller complained because the pulp bales or wool 
packs had not been weighed on a beam scale, then the 
buyer said that the calculation was wrong, repudiating the 
statement that the sample had lain overnight on his office 
table, and so on until they agreed to “split the difference.” 
It is to put an end to such troubles as these that the 
British Wood Pulp Association is attempting to regulate 
the methods of sampling, &c. As in many other cases 
of sampling large consignments, the difficulty of obtaining 
reliable results in the laboratory was and is as nothing 
compared with the difficulty of obtaining large, representa- 
tive and properly authenticated samples of raw material 
and products. 

It was but natural that the most valuable fibre—silk— 
first received attention on a finally satisfactory basis, and 
the establishment of the Lyons Silk Conditioning House 
was the result, the full certificate being only issued when 
the whole consignment under test was submitted for ex- 
amination. Other establishments sprang up in Continental 
cities, and when wool and cotton arrived at the same stage 
of development, the Bradford Conditioning House and 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce Testing House 
followed suit. The returns of the Lyons House represent 
so large a proportion of the transactions of silk merchants 
that they are quoted to indicate the activity of the silk 
trade, and the business of the Bradford House is such 
that no less than 120 drying ovens are necessary to deai 
with the material submitted. In face of these facts, and 
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of the many points of likeness between the testing of the 
several fibres, I think the pulp-testing analyst may per- 
haps profit by devoting some attention to the methods of 
such establishments as have gained the entire confidence 
of the traders they are intended to assist. The suggestion 
to imsiitute such a thorough system of testing as would 
require the drying of whole bales is, I think, scarcely 
likely to be carried into effect. mainly because it would 


clearly be preferable to dry, say, the tenth part of each- 


of ten bales, than to dry one whole bale. In the former 
case we should of course select every tenth sheet from 
the bale. . 

“OUTSIDE” AND “INSIDE” PULP. 


In order to show the means whereby we may best secure 
properly representative samples, it will be well to devote a 
few words to the condition of the pulp before it reaches 
the paper mill or other place of storage in this country. 

Bales of air dry pulp are generally fairly uniform in 
moisture from the centre to the edge of the bale when 
packed, but this is by no means the case after long stor- 
age, nor is it true of bales of moist pulp. Since the latter 
are always packed under pressure, and in many mills the 
moisture is regulated by the pressure, they contain, just 
after packing, a greater amount of moisture at the edges 
than at the centre, and those who have had the misfor 
tune to be called upon to test frozen bales will remember 
how they have often found a zone of ice, somewhat like 
Fig. 1, the middle of the bale not having contained suffi 
cient moisture to form a solid block of ice, although the 
water is frozen. It is very important that-we should sat- 
isfy ourselves by observation that when bales have other 


than perfectly uniform appearance the moisture is dis- 
tinctly seen to assume the forms shown at Figs. 1, 2 and 3. 

Both dry and moist bales may arrive at the paper mill 
in a very different state to that in which they left the pulp 
mill. Sometimes the dry bales have been stored in a damp 
place, or have been exposed to rain or snow; the moist 
bales may have been stacked for months and have lost 
weight, or they may have been carried as deck cargo, and 
the analyst is asked to do the best he can with them. It 
is well to note that any such influence at first affects only 
the outside of the bale, and in very few cases is the pulp 
at the exact centre in any way changed. We find then 
that it is of paramount importance for us to secure a 
sample containing proper proportions of inside and our- 
side pulp, and that the outside must receive our special 
attention. 

Before going further I should point out a difference be- 
tween pulp tests and tests for moisture im some other 
materials. It is frequently assumed that samples taken 
from the middle of a parcel, bag or bale will represent the 
amount of moisture that was contained when the goods 
were packed, and the altered weight of the package 
through drying or wetting need not be considered. In 
pulp testing, however, the weights are always taken, so 
that any loss or gain must be balanced by a correspond- 
ing loss or gain in moisture contents. Again we see the 
importance of careful sampling at the outside of the bale 


THE “WEDGE” METHOD. 


Among other methods of sampling pulp bales, that of 
cutting wedges from the sheets is already fairly well 
known in this district, but is not universally acknowledged 
to be correct. It is true that a casual observer will oiten 
say: “Anyone can see that your sample includes too much 
outside pulp.” Perhaps this is the result of an optical illu 
sion, or is due to the difficulty the eye finds in comparing 
dissimilar areas. This may be illustrated by drawing rec- 
tangles, one within the other, so that the inner area is 
equal to the area between the two; casual observers will 
generally declare the centre figure to be the larger. Fig 
6 has been drawn in this manner. 

There is but little to be said of the origin of the “wedge” 
method. It is probably very old in its simplest form, and 
was suggested to me by a Yorkshire paper maker in Janu- 
ary, 1896, and Dr. Alen, of Gothenburg, must have been 
using it about this time, according to his letters to Wood 
Pulp in May, June and July of that year. My sole claim 
to originality consists in the method of selection of th: 
sheets, and in properly proportioning the size of the sep 
arate “wedges.” 

GEOMETRICAL TREATMENT OF THE “WEDGE” METHOD. 


We must have seen already that samples taken exclu- 
sively from the centre or exclusively from the edge of 
bales could not be expected to yield a correct result, and 
the only general condition we have to satisfy is that the 
sample must contain the same proportion of outside and 
inside pulp that was contained in the whole bale. 

Bales are frequently found to be wet on one side only. 
or not equally wetted on all sides, and a little consideration 
will show us that a “composite photograph” of several 
sheets, or other suitable means, would prove the “general 
condition” to be as in Fig. 2. The corners of the com 
posite sheet would, if anything, show more moisture than 
the rest of the edges. 

To accurately describe the terms “inside” and “outside” 
we are compelled to express ourselves in the language o/ 
geometry, and to submit our methods of sampling to 
geometrical proof. The terms haye only a relative mean 
ing, until a distinct line of separation can be described. 

Dr. Alén’s letters to Wood Pulp state that if the sheets 
be cut into equal halves or quarters a correct sample will 
result, nor can this be disputed, but he does not discus; 
the proportions of inside and outside pulp as such. 

I have to suggest, to postulate perhaps, that if lines be 
drawn parallel to the sides of a sheet, joining at the diag 
onals, and thus forming a rectangular figure, we have a 
proper geometrical separation of inside from outside, as 
at Fig, 5, where three such lines of separation are shown: 
and again that this gives us a close approximation to the 
actual conditions shown at Figs. 1, 2,3. The slight differ 
ence must be discussed later. 

The lines shown at Figs. 54 and 58 are possible lines o/ 
separation, but though I have seen many thousands o/ 
bales similar to Figs. 1, 2 and 3, only one resembled Fig 
5A. These two figures have a curious interest because they 
represent conditions under which the “diagonal strip” and 
the “transverse strip” methods (to follow) respectively 
would be almost correct, and so furnish the key to a 
reductio ad absurdum proof against such methods. 

Having now defined the line of separation, it remains 
for us to state and prove a geometrical problem. We are 
called upon to prove that the sample taken from the sheet 
contains the same proportion of inside to ou'side pulp 
that was contained in the whole sheet—+. ¢., in Fig. 6, that 
a:b:: ¢: d, the proof being applied to a “wedge” shaped 
sample. 

The proof is simplified by considering only one of the 
triangles formed by the diagonals at Fig. 7, since they are 
of equal area, and the triangles within the line of separa 
tion are also equal. (Prop. XXXVIII., Bk. I.) 

In Fig. 8 let a b ¢ represent one of the triangles formed 
hy the diagonals of a sheet or rectangular figure, a repre 
senting the centre of the rectangle (a b ¢ may equally 
represent any part of such triangle cut by lines through a) 
Let d e be drawn parallel to b c, representing the line of 
separation. Let the triangle a b g represent the “wedge”

Manufacture of Peat Fibre Pulp—Matrix Pulp for Stereo- 
typing—Refining Engine—Paper Box—Threads 
from Cellulose —Fibre Crosser. 





Auguste Kalmann, of Rabenstein, fa a Hungary, has 
been granted United States Patent No. 698,118 for the 
manufacture of peat fibre pulp. 

The process is carried out in two stages—first, the wash- 
ing and pretreatment of the fibrous material, and, second, 
the succeeding preparation of the fibrous material for ob- 
taining pulp. The first treatment (washing and cleansing 
of the fibrous material) is effected in known apparatus 
and by known means, so that it is thereby freed from all 
impurities and foreign matters—-such as sand, 
wood, and the like—and the fibres are roughly opened 
out and separated. 

The apparatus preferably made use of for 
through this process consists of a basin, of wood, 
masonry, or beton, provided with two sets of rollers hav- 
ing rough iron teeth on their surface. The rollers rotate 
in engagement with a bed plate, also provided with cor- 
responding iron teeth, so that the teeth of the rollers 
mesh with those of the bed plate. By these means the 
fibrous material is divided under pressure, but without 
being cut. The rollers are vertically adjustable in order 
to allow variation of pressure in proportion to the desired 
effect. Between the toothed rollers there are arranged 
two drums for washing the material. These drums are 
also capable of a vertical adjustment. The raw material 
to be acted upon is introduced into the basin at one end 
of same and removed at the other end by means of an 
elevator into depositing troughs after washing and cleans- 
ing has been completed. Above the bottom of this ap- 
paratus there is disposed a perforated metal sheet having 
a recess below each of the two drums for receiving the 
deposited impurities. Purging cocks allow evacuation of 
the deposits at the lowest points of the recesses. At the 
sides of the apparatus are tubes for the supply of sufficient 
water for washing purposes. As soon as the water drawn 
off is clear the elevator is put into operation and the basin 
emptied, whereupon the same process may recommence. 

An apparatus such as described may be built up with 
any number of sets of rollers and bed plates, so as to suit 
every extent of production. It allows the treatment of 
the largest quantities of peat in the shortest time and the 
separating and cleansing of the fibrous material in a 
thorough manner, as by the broad teeth of the rollers the 
material is not only disintegrated and the knots opened, 
but the water is continuously maintained in movement, in 
consequence of the paddle-like shape of the teeth. Thus 
the fibres are maintained finely suspended in the water 
and cannot act as a filter, as is ordinarily the case, where- 
by the impurities are retained. By this disintegration the 
specific lighter parts of the material—viz., the fibres— 
swimming above are separated from the specific heavier 
parts (impurities), which are allowed to fall upon the in- 
clined perforated sheet metal and therefrom to the bot- 
tom of the basin. The washing drums are intended to 
receive the finely divided particles of sand and wood, and 
to separate the same. By this treatment the peat fibre, 
free of all impurities, is much more capable of absorb- 
The cells of the fibre when settling down in 


stones, 


carrying 


ing water. 
the troughs are impregnated with water, and thereby get 
the natural form and size they have when still in living 
state. The cleansed and opened material thus produced 
is then subjected to the second treatment, in which it is 
completely opened. For this treatment the material is 
introduced into an apparatus in which the material is sub- 
jected to frequent intermittent compressions or squeezes 
of only short duration, whereby the cells are completely 
opened. This treatment is continued until the material 
takes the nature of half pulp. The half pulp is then re- 
moved from the apparatus and allowed to settle, after 
which it is returned tg the apparatus and again subjected 
to the compressing or squeezing and disintegrating action 
until the material possesses the properties of pulp fit for 
utilization in the manufacture of paper or millboard in 
the manner and by the means well known. It will be 
found advantageous to conduct the whole of the opera- 
tion in the cold and that the resulting pulp is of excellent 
quality. For carrying through this last treatment of the 
material there is preferably used a stuff engine with a 
special bed plate and cylinder and containing a sieve 
forming a false bottom through its whole length up to 
the cylinder for the purpose of allowing a repeated 
thorough washing of the fibre when being ground. In 
order to allow as completely as possible the entrance of 
the water into the cell, and thereby creeping of the latter, 
the whole engine is covered with strong sheet metal and 
hermetically closed and so rigidly built up that it may 
resist a pressure of four atmospheres. The use of air 
pressure allows a quicker and more subtile treatment. The 
cylinder carries a suitable number of rounded; well pol- 
ished knives ‘of steel of sufficient strength, which mesh 


into a considerably smaller number of teeth of similar 
shape as the knives—that is to say, rounded—not cutting 
but squeezing, which teeth are disposed on the bed plate. 
The cylinder may be adjusted in a vertical direction and is 
oi considerable weight. The apparatus works as follows: 
The vat after being supplied with the material obtained 
by the first treatment and with sufficient water is hermeti- 
cally closed, the cylinder is lowered so far as to but 
slightly touch the bed plate in passing, and then the 
apparatus is started. When the material is in uniform 
movement, the cylinder carrying the knives is gradually 
lowered, so as to more and more engage the bed plate. 
Only after about one hour’s work air pressure is increased 
up to two and one-half to three atmospheres, and this 
pressure is maintained until the material is completely 
ground. In consequence of the special shape of the knives 
of the cylinder and of the teeth of the bed plate only a 
squeezing and opening of the cell entirely filled with 
water is effected, whereby the same gets an indented 
shape, which allows an intimate felting of the fibres when 
upon the paper mill, and thus secures durability and uni- 
formity of the paper produced. By the repeated squeez- 
ing in the last described apparatus the fibre treated be- 
comes very supple, as all the still adhering foreign mat- 
ters and impurities are ground and quickly separated from 
the fibre.

Therefore, decb :ade::dfgb:adf Q. E. D. 


To sum up, if our line of separation be correct, we have 
proved that any wedge drawn from the centre of a plane 
rectangular figure to the edge must contain the same ratio 
of inside to outside area that the whole figure contained. 
This does not of necessity apply to whole bales, but it 
does apply to sheets or all laminated structures where 
all horizontal sections have their edges and lines of sepa- 
ration directly superimposed. 

I must point out that the wedge would Be equally cor- 
rect whether the line of separation were near the centre 
or edge of the sheet, also that any zones of intermediate 
moisture would be correctly sampled; we also see that 
when testing a single sheet the base width of the wedge 
is immaterial, and that a sample niay be taken either from 
the side or end of the sheet. 

We have now to consider what circumstances occur in 
practice which may modify the conclusions already arrived 
at. The most important are as follows: 

1. Thickness of Sheets—Ili we were called upon to sam- 
ple a number of bales by taking a single sheet froth each 
bale, it is fairly clear that each sheet should be of the same 
thickness, though the actual invariation is considerable, 
especially in moist pulp. In an ordinary test there is no 
need to do more than bear this tn mind while sampling, 
and as far as possible to select sheets of uniform thick- 
ness.* 

2. Curvature of Line of Separation —It has been already 
noted that I am not quite correct in taking the line of 
separation as a rectangular figure, but that it is slightly, 
or it may be considerably, rounded at the corners, as at 
Figs. 2, 3 and 4. The question we have to decide is, In 
what way will this influence the conclusions already ar- 
rived at? In Fig. 9 we have both lines of separation 
drawn, the actual a and the line we have thus far assumed 
correct, b. The figures are so drawn that the areas of in- 
side and outside are the same, whichever line be consid- 
ered. Now, taking the wedge f, the line of separation 
would be at c, if it were straight, whereas in practice it 
is at d; it follows that the wedge f is not strictly correct, 
but includes too much inside pulp. Similarly we may show 
that the sample at g would include too little inside pulp. 


* It has been suggested that the samples should be cut by means 
of the guillotine, so that they may be strictly of the same size, and 
this is no doubt theoretically correct for sheets of ufiiform thick- 
ness, but there are many cases when the pulp has to be sampled 
in the dock or other warehouses, and no machine <s available for 
the purpose, . ° 





We may conclude that it may be possible to find some in 
termediate point about 7 where the sample would be cor 
rect. This brings us very near to becoming guilty of un 
necessary refinement, and the sampler may perhaps be 
left to his own devices. He may choose the correct point, 
or, if he take the point f, he will be at least able to say 
that he is not “taking too much outside pulp,” as the de 
tractors of the wedge method have frequently averred. 

3. Position in Bale of Selected Sheets —In ordinary course 
we have to choose our sheets from the bales before sam- 
pling them, but it has been convenient to reverse the natu- 
ral order. There is little or no difficulty in obtaining 
representative sheets, if we are at liberty to take ten or 
twenty at equal distances throughout the bale, but when 
we consider the selection of one, two or three sheets we 
find our task to be very different. A glance at Figs. 10 
and 11 will emphasize this point, showing that while the 
position of the inner sheets selected is of little moment 
the exact position of the outer sheets may make a con- 
siderable difference. I am taking a bale much dryer out- 
side than inside for illustration. Three sheet: are taken 
at a, b and ¢ by the two methods shown at Figs to and 
II, representing vertical or “‘translaminate” sections of the 
bale. The sample from Fig. 10 contains two sheets of 
outermost or dryest pulp, and therefore assumes two- 
thirds of the entire bale to be in the same condition of 
dryness. Of course this is not correct. In Fig. 11 we 
select a, b and ¢ at equal distances apart again, but since 
the outermost pulp is unrepresented we have again drawn 
a false sample. Unfortunately our difficulties are not at 
an end, if we select a point half way between d and a, since 
the outermost pulp is again neglected. 

To show that this is no mere “hair-splitting,” the follow- 
ing results are given of moisture tests made upon full 
sheets taken from a bale after some weeks’ exposure to 
the open air:

I must at once admit that theoretical accuracy had to 
be abandoned as impracticable in case of ordinary pulp 
tests, but I hope to show how a satisfactory selection can 
be made by the application of geometrical principles. 1 
cannot, however. : go much further without discussing 

“Equal Weights” or “Equal Volumes.”’—It is not, on first 
thoughts, quite clear whether we should collect equal 
weights of samples from each bale or equal volumes. This 
may be discussed on general grounds, but I think a stated 


“case will show that volume and not weight must be con- 


sidered. Let us suppose that two bales are to be tested 
together; each contained 100 pounds of air-dry pulp when 
packed, but one of them had been afterward increased to 
200 pounds by wetting.

We may now lay down the following principles: 

1. Since the bales are all of approximately the same 
volume ima consignment, the samples representing the 
separate bales should all be of the same volume. 

The volume of any single sample or wedge must be 
proportional to the volume of pulp it represents.

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CANADIAN TRADE TOPICS. 


Some Mills Said to Be Piling Stock—The Atlantic Pulp 
and Paper Company— Lumberman Booth May Go 
Into the Pulp Business. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


loronto, Canada, April 28, 1902.—Trade is reported 
by paper makers here as keeping up well, though some of 
the big mills of Eastern Canada, now running full blast, 
are said to be accumulating stock in their warehouses. 

The event of the week has been the placing on the 
market of $850,000 worth of 7 per cent. cumulative 
preference stock of the Atlantie Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany. The head office of this company is in Toronto, and 


the limits and mlll sites at New Richmond, Quebec, on 


the Baie de Chaleurs. In the prospectus the company 
estimates its gross earnings at $874,209 per year, made up 
of 16,902 tons of news print at $37 per ton and 8,294% 
tons of sulphite pulp at $30 per ton, f. o. b. at the mills. 
The cost of production is put at $16.94 per ton for news 
print and $16 per ton for the sulphite pulp, a total cost of 
production of $419,031, leaving a profit of $455,177, out of 
which the 7 per cent. preference stock will use $105,000, 
leaving $350,177 available for reserve fund and further 
dividends, The total authorized capital of the company 
is $3,000,000, divided equally between common and prefer- 
ence stock. 

It is reported from Ottawa that J. R. Booth, the big 
lumberman, intends to erect a pulp mill on the site of the 
old Mackay flour mill, opposite Mr. Booth’s big saw- 
mill. Mr. Booth purchased the property shortly after 
the great fire of 1900, L.

New York’s Free Nursery. 


Avpany, N. Y., April 28, 1902—The 
Forestry Branch of the State Forest, Fish 
and Game Commission is about to begin 
the experiment of raising trees for trans- 
planting. 

The section selected is Lake Clear, in 
the Adirondacks. The broad acres in this 
section were swept by several fires, and 
Col, William F. Fox, Superintendent of 
the State Forests, whose experience in the 
woods dates back to his boyhood, is san- 
guine of the success of the undertaking. 
It is his plan to-establish the nursery in 
some warm, sheltered place. The princi- 
pal species will be pine and spruce, but 
sugar maple and other native woods can 
and may be cultivated if there is any de- 
mand for them. 

At present the State buys its seedlings 
of pine and spruce from Western States, 
paying $3 to $4 a thousand for seedlings 
from three to four years old. Colonel Fox 
asserts that the State can raise seedlings 
four years old, suitable for transplanting, 
at 50 cents a thousand, and that it can in a 
few years furnish 3,000,000 seedlings a year. 
These can be sent to any part of the State 
for distribution, similar to the distribution 
of fish from the State hatcheries now.

PAPER.—The demand in the New York market the 
past week has been about up to the average for the 


other weeks of April. During the past month the tone 
of the market has been much more quiet than at any time 
since October of last year. Still, notwithstanding this 
seeming falling off in business the figures for the month 
are expected to make a good showing. . The mill men, as 
a rule, report a fairly good crop of orders as a result of 
the April demand. They say that all the mills are busy 
and are sold ahead for a number of weeks. The job- 
bing trade, on the other hand, has experienced some 
falling off in orders. This decrease in the volume of 
business is little disturbing for the reason that the spring 
decline this year is a month ahead of time. Quotations, 
however, have not suffered very much as yet. News 
paper continues scarce, very high and in remarkably 
strong demand. The agents of the big companies say 
that they do not want any more business, as the product 
of their mills is sold ahead for at least two months. The 
quotations on News, delivery being at the convenience of 
the manufacturers, are 2.30@2.45c. for rolls and 2.35@ 
2.50c for sheets. In regard to News paper those best in- 
formed on the subject declare that the big companies are 
oversold for the rest Small quantities of 
News can probably be obtained from some of the smaller 
mills inside of thirty days, provided the purchaser is 
willing to pay the mill's price. Next to News paper, 
Boards of all kinds are the only other mill products that 
are scarce and high. The demand for Boards, however, 
is not as strong as it was, largely for the reason that the 
box makers are not so busy. All the Board mills are, 
nevertheless, behind their orders. Within the past month 
it is said that some large contracts have been placed for 
Boards owing to the belief that the consolidation of the 
Board mills is assured and that prices will be higher in 
Book papers have not changed very much 
the past few weeks. Some of the mill agents are reported 
as being a litthke more eager to book orders for future 
delivery, so that their mills might have something to run 
on this summer. On such business low quotations are 
reported. For current business 3c. for machine finished, 
and 3.65c. for super, represents about the market prices 
on the average grades. On Writings the jobbing trade is 
a littke more quiet. Manilas are moving fairly well. No. 
1's are somewhat weak. The No. 2 is not as strong as it

All the manufacturers continue 
quite firm in their demands. They are, as a rule, ask- 
ing $15 at mill. The demand for News paper is chiefly 
responsible for the stiffness in the pulp market. As the 
demand for News is likely to continue strong there is 
little fear that the curtailment in its production, due to a 


new schedule of working hours, will lessen the demand 


for pulp.

In regard to 
this price the manufacturers declare that the goods to be 
delivered on the contract will not be up to the standard. 
On Soda it is said in the market that all but one of the 
mills are sold ahead. It is also said that the other manufac- 
turers will help the one with the surplus to dispose of

The dealers are sell- 
ing some domestic at 234c., but in the foreign there is 
very little doing, as the importers say they cannot bring 
it over and sell it here for less than 2.85@3c. The paper 
manufacturers refuse to pay these high prices. A few of 
the dealers have dropped importing rope. These, how- 
ever, are selling it in Europe, where they claim they get
